WASHINGTONANov. 18 (AP)— 
The Weather Bureau came up to- 
day with this forecast of what the 
weather will be like from mid- 
November to mid-December: 

“Temperatures averaging above 
normal: in most of the southern 


and.western portions of the coun- 
try, with the greatest departures 
in California. Colder than normal 
temperatures are indicated in the 
northern lakes region, and near 
normal in New England, the Mid- 
dle Atlantic states, the Ohio val- 
ley, the northern plains and the 
Pacific northwest. 

“Precipitation is expected to ex- 
ceed the seasonal normal in the 
northern border states and also in 
Oregon and northern California.

He was held with- 
out bail, then quickly taken to 
the county prison at Woodbury.

“9 Tito controls the largest 
fighting force in Europe except 
the Soviet Union and that these 
forces constitute an important 
element in the defense of West- 
ern Europe against Soviet ag- 


gression. 

“Unfortunately, Yugoslavia this 
past summer has suffered perhaps 
the worst drouth in its history. 
Ordinarily Yugoslavia is a sub- 
stantial exporter of agricultural 

ucts to,other countries of 
Western Europe, in return for 
which Yugoslavia receives raw 
materials, consumer goods and in- 
dustrial equipment. The situation, 
as it now appears, is that not only 
will Yugoslavia be unable to ex- 
port agricultural products to 
Western Europe but, even more 
importantly, will be unable from 
its own production to feed its own 
population this coming winter. 

Threat of Subversion. 

“The prospects are that. if 
remedial measures are not begun 
immediately, Tito’s ability to con-

Be- 
fore doing this, the steps re- 
quired by ‘the act, including 
necessary consultations with other 
North Atlantic Treaty organiza- 
tion countries and the execution 
of an agreement with Yugoslavia, 
will be taken.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18 (UP)

son aimed a barb at Senator Taft 
(Rep.), Ohio, last might and de- 
rided as an “isolationist” anyone 
seeking to “re-examine” the na- 
tion’s foreign policy. 

Acheson mentioned no names 
in an extemporaneous speech be- 
fore the National Council of 
Negro Women, But his sarcastic 
remarks left no doubt that he 
was admonishing Taft, who told 
a news conference Monday that 
“the scope, the method and the 
character” of American arms aid 
to Europe “ought to be examined 
by the new Congress,” Taft said, 
however, that he favors the basic 
program of arms aid to Europe. 

“No nation or group is worthy 
of leadership if every moment 
they wish to tear up and examine 
the roots of policies on which the 
future of the free world de- 
pends,” Acheson said. 

Lashes at Republicans. 
‘Acheson, in his first major 
speech since the congressional 
elections, wasted no time going 
after Republican winners who, al- 
though denying they are isola- 
tionists,”’ have demanded “re- 
examination” of United States 
policies. 

“We are told there aren’t any 
more isolationists,” Acheson said.

China and the Gray Report 


This procedure of attaching conditions to our 
aid will always be distasteful to Americans. It 
can cause more harm than good if it is 
done crudely, or if we attempt to dictate in 
fields in which we should not be concerned, or 
if ‘the conditions we impose fail to serve the 
broad interests of the people as whole. It 
was not necessary in the case of Marshall plan 
aid to much of Western Europe. 


* * * 


. But its necessity elsewhere has become clearer 
with the passage of time. And it would seem to 
be particularly necessary for Asia, where condi- 
tions are radically different. For the history 
of the successes and failures of economic as- 
sistance underlines one vital point. 

Such aid is futile if it does not affect the lives 
of the people. In most of Western Europe it 
does reach the people, thanks principally to 
democratic governments which are responsive 


and responsible to the popular will. And Com-- 


munism there has waned sharply, with one pos- 
sible exception. Our assistance largely has been 
kept from most Italians, and the Communists 
there are still powerful. 

But in Asia there are no well-established, 
democratic governments responsible to the peo- 
ple. We cannot simply give the governments 
our aid and rely on them to pass it on to the 
people, to use it to pay for houses or farm im- 
plements or land reform. A different course 
is needed. 

We must make sure that social changes bene- 
fiting the people are carried out with our as- 
sistance. The most conspicuous example of what 
happens when we fail to do so is China. 
We poured billions down Chiang Kai-shek’s rat 
hdles without achieving any changes the people 
could see. And we lost China. 

Helping the people is a tremendously expen- 
sive job; for land reform, plows, machine tools 
and hydroelectric dams do not come cheaply. 
But their cost is less than that of war, even if 
measured in terms of money alone. 


* « * 


How high is the price of an inadequate, slap- 
dash job of diplomacy and economic assistance, 
Americans now are beginning to find out again 
through their tax bills. For the war in Korea 
probably could not have happened if China had 
been saved from the Kremlin. 

This is the underlying philosophy of the Gray 
report. Our over-all goal must continue to be, 
in Mr. Gray’s words, building “among the na- 
tions of the free world those economic condi- 
tions and relationships essential for the develop- 
ment of stable and democratic societies willing 
and able to defend themselves and raise the liv- 
ing standards of their peoples.” 

With a few of the points in the report there 
may be sound disagreement. But its general 
conclusions seem inescapable. Continued as- 
sistance to Western Europe, an honest start on 
the Point Four program for technical and eco- 
nomic assistance to the under-developed areas, 
are an essential part of our salvation. 

In the heavy weather already promised for 
the report by the storm signals which have been 
raised, it needs to be remembered that expen- 
sive though these projects are, they still are 
cheaper than war. 


Parking and Face-Lifting 


The Mayor’s Mass Transportation Committee 
wants to establish another parking lot in the 
Jéfferson Memorial area on the riverfront. We 
see no special objection to such use of the area 
so long as there is an understanding that its 
ultimate development is to be postponed until 
the international situation has been stabilized. 

It is to be hoped, however, that if the city is 
permitted to extend its riverfront parking facili- 
ties, it also will be required to landscape the 
area and to put it in better shape than it now is. 
There is no reason why it should exist indefi- 
nitely as an eyesore which is used as a con- 
venience of sorts. 

Obviously, no major beautification enterprise 
is to be undertaken at present. Yet there is no 
good reason why the park department should 
not plant a bit of grass, a few shrubs and a 
row or two of trees. The National Park Serv- 
ice, of course, will have the last word since the 
area is federal property. Its officials might well 
make the enlargement of parking facilities con- 
tingent on a bit of face-lifting.

Shifts on Disarmanient 
’ The U.N. vote on the American plan to en- 
able the General Assembly to act against ag- 
gression was 52 to 5. That is an index of the 
free world’s determination to permit no shelter- 
ing of aggression by the veto power in the 
Security Council. 

As it made this determination clear, the As- 
sembly also called upon the Big Five powers to 
meet in an-effort to settle their disagreements. 
Whether a fruitful meeting can take place in the 
present atmosphere is doubtful. But it should 
not be overlooked that on one issue, at least, 
Russia and the West have moved somewhat 
closer in recent weeks. That is the issue of dis- 
armament, which President Truman has de- 
clared to be the ultimate goal of American 


policy 


Mr. Truman shifted the American position by . 


urging the U.N. to work toward a single dis- 
armament’ policy covering atomic and all other 
weapons together. The Russians had earlier 
argued for such an approach, but until now the 
West had insisted on a separate atomic control 
plan. 
Shortly before Mr. Truman addressed the 
Assembly, Foreign Minister Vishinsky made a 
significant but little-noticed shift in the Soviet 
position on inspection. Until now the Soviet 
Union has been vague on this point; it ac- 
cepted the principle of “periodic” inspection by 
a U.N. agency but ducked the basic question 
of whether that agency would be granted un- 
limited access, on its own initiative, to check 
on compliance with a disarmament pact. 

Now Mr. Vishinsky says that as far as atomic 
weapons are concerned Russia favors non-veto- 
able inspection at the pleasure of the U.N. 
control agency. In his words: 

If there is any suspicion anywhere that in 
any country there is a violation .of the con- 
vention as to the prohibition of atomic 
weapons, then the commission can adopt a 
decision by simple majority and it could 
carry out an investigation. . . . The inter- 
national control body will be entitled to 
send its inspectors TO ANY PLACE when- 
ever it has any suspicions, and would thus 
be able to carry out full control and verifi- 
cation. 

If the Soviet Union takes this position with 
respect to atomic weapons it cannot logically 
avoid taking the same position on inspection of 
conventional weapons. Back in the early °30s, 
Moscow was the leading advocate of strong 
and positive enforcement of disarmament by a 
strictly international agency. Since the war, 
Moscow has been the leading advocate of strong 
nationalism and weak international agencies. 

-Is the Kremlin now edging back toward its 
disarmament policy of the ‘30s? Or is it merely 
making meaningless propaganda? The West 
should undertake to find out. The best way to 
do that is to press for the disarmament nego- 
tiations which Mr. Truman suggested and which 
the Assembly has also urged. 
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A Boost of $200,000 


One of the most important of St. Louis’ pro- 
jected civic improvements is the Third Street 
Interregional Highway. Before it can get under 
way, many pieces of property must be acquired. 
The original estimate of the cost of this prop- 
erty was $1,950,000. Now, according to  Asso- 
ciate City Counselor Steiner, the estimated cost 
is $3,450,000. St. Louis’ one-third share of the 
increase—the State and Federal Governments 
are participating on equal terms—is set at 
$200,000. 

Why should St. Louis have to pay more now 
than it would have had to pay earlier? One 
reason is because prices are going up, up, up. 
When prices go up, up, up, land values go up, 
up, up also. This is just one more evidence of 
the folly of failing to control both prices and 
wages in a national defense economy, 

Why not now? 
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Monopolistic Free Enterprise 


Just how free is the free enterprise organized 
medicine is talking about in its current lug- 
financed propaganda campaign has been graph- 
ically demonstrated at Staunton, Ill. There a 
group of citizens wanted to. establish a co- 
operative hospital which would have provided, 
among other things, prepaid preventive medical 
care to the members of the co-operative. 

But this inevitably would have affected Ma- 
coupin county doctors’ pocketbooks, and the 
physicians would have none of it. They have 
prevented the co-operative from operating, with 
the help of an Illinois law which not only 
permits medical monopolies, but makes them 
mandatory. 

The Legislature at Springfield decreed last 
year that no medical service plan corporation 
can be formed unless a majority of the trustees 
are doctors. And to rivet the control of organ- 
ized medicine over such plans, the law also says 
that none ¢an be formed unless a majority of 
the doctors in ‘he area to be served agree to 
participate. , 

This means that any medical care plan which 
needs only a few doctors cannot operate, wheth- 
er the local medical society is in favor of the 
plan or not. It would bar such organizations 
as the Labor Health Institute here. The law 
says, in short, that doctors, and only organized 
doctors, shall decide what fees are to be charged 
and how much or how little service they must 
provide their patients. 

A very strange sort of free enterprise this, 
as organized medicine should have learned 
seven years ago when the United States Su- 
preme Court slapped its wrist for violating anti- 
trust laws. Doctors who really believe in free 
enterprise will join laymen in demanding that 
it be repealed. _ ;

Alcoholism is costly chronic disease affecting three to four million 
persons, yet traditional way to deal with it was to “pass a law’; 
of within last decade many states have adopted more realistic pro- 
grams; these are aimed at prevention and treatment of sickness. 


Ernest A. Shepherd, Director, New Hampshire Division on Alcoholism, 
in the Magazine State Government 


Alcoholism is one of the most prevalent 
chronic illnesses in American. Between 
three and four million persons are afflict- 
ed and about a quarter of this number 
are in advanced stages of the condition. 

Of the total about 85 per cent are males 
and between the ages of 30 and 55. Alco- 
holics constitute more than 6 per cent of 
the total employable male citizens of the 
United States. f 

What this means to our industrial, com- 
mercial, military and domestic life can 
only be estimated. But for those who like 
costs estimated in dollars, it can be re- 
ported on the basis of 1940 data that alco- 
holism cost America one billion dollars 
that year. This probably is a conservative 
estimate. 

Indirectly, these costs are felt through 
the many, repeated efforts to control al- 
coholism. Police, courts, jails, probation 
departments, religious and social agencies, 
departments of welfare, insurance com- 
panies and others are constantly faced 
with the necessity of doing something 
about the alcoholic and his dependents. 

During the last 75 years the American 
public has responded to the effects of al- 
coholism by denying them, laughing at 
them, fighting about them, denouncing 
drinking, drinkers and drunks, putting 
alcoholics in jail, giving relief, shaking 
heads and passing laws. But little effort 
was made formally to help alcoholics, as 
sick persons. 

In the last 15 years three new develop- 
ments have given rise to hope about the 
problem: (1) The startling success of Alco- 
holics Anonymous; (2) the vigorous pro- 
gram of research at Yale University’s Lab- 
oratory of Applied Physiology; (3) estab- 
lishment of the National Committee on 
Alcoholism to carry out programs of com- 
munity education. 

To these must be added the emergence 


‘of state governmental programs on alco- 


holism~—a fourth new approach, promising 
effective work and of special interest to 
students of government. 

Prior to 1943 there was little govern- 
mental recognition of alcoholism, except 
as states made legal provision for the hos- 
pitalization of inebriates in state hospitals. 


Today 26 states and the District of Co- 
lumbia have legislation and activity on 
alcoholism as such; all of the legislation 
has been enacted in the last seven years. 

Various of the state programs are based 
on the belief that three adults out of every 
60 who drink will need medical care be- 
cause of excessive drinking. The agencies 
further see the alcoholic as coming from 
any class in society. They see that alco- 
holism is five times more prevalent among 
men than among women. 

The agencies recognize that there are 
many kinds and types of alcoholics; that 
they can be in various steps or stages of 
the illness, and that treatment procedures 
which frequently work for other illnesses 
seem not to be effective with this type. 

The units have noted that their govern- 
ments, up to now, have been affected by 
the problem of alcoholism directly and in- 
directly in the courts, through the police, 
in welfare offices, at the jails, in state 
hospitals; they have felt that the time 
has come to co-ordinate these gfforts. 

Their experience has indicated that new 
treatment techniques are available which, 
if integrated with hospitalization, tase 
work, vocational guidance, and medical 
care, make possible the rehabilitation of 
increasing numbers of alcoholics. 

They recognize that alcoholics are sick 
people. They recognize that alcoholism 
can be treated and alcoholics rehabilitated. 
They recognize the responsibility of gov- 
ernment to deal wi'') the problem. They 
call for public education on alcoholism. 

They ‘point out that detention and pun- 
ishment are not treatment. They recog- 
nize the need of early diagnosis, the ne- 
cessity of multiple forms of treatment, and 
the wisdom of probationary rather than 
institutional care. They offer service at 


cost to those who can pay and free service . 


to those without means. 

These agencies say that alcoholism is 
not just a moral problem, not just a medi- 
cal problem, not just a social problem. 
They believe it is all these and more; 
that it is a problem by itself, and that 
a program aimed to deal with it must 
be a complete one, utilizing all existing 
means for dealing with it.

The author of this remarkable book is 
a 34-year-old Romanian ex-diplomat. His 
novel, immensely successful throughout 
Europe, has been compared to Koestler’s 
“Darkness at Noon” and Orwell's “Nine- 
teen Eighty-Four” by many critics, and by 
some even to “Candide.” 

If comparison there must be, I submit 
that M. Gheorgiu’s novel, on its most im- 
pressive level, is reminiscent of Arnold 
Zweig’s “Sergeant Grischa” and also of 
the immortal “Good , Soldier Schweik.” 
Like those classics, “The Twenty-Fifth 
Hour” tells the story of a simple, good 
man caught in the omnipotent state. 

The place, in the beginning, is a village 
in Fascist Romania. Its policeman has 
cast an eye on the pretty wife of Johann 
Moritz, a poor young farmer. To get rid 
of him he avails himself of a recent “anti- 
subversive” ordinance and has Moritz de- 


hamlet. Once there, 
Moritz automatically 
is labeled a Jew.

NORMAN, Okla., Nov. 18—As

University of Missouri, Bus Ents- 
minger’s job is to pep up the old 
grads and rekindle their interest 
in the Alma Mater. And the for- 
mer Big Seven All-Conference 
quarterback of the Tigers has 
Saved some of his best rah-rah 
for the current Gold and Black 
football squad. 

On the eve of today’s trip into 
wind-swept Owen Field to play 
mighty Oklahoma, a visit not un- 
like bearding a lion in its den, 
Entsminger shrugged off the un- 
derdog role assigned the Tigers 
and talRed glowingly of an up- 


set. 
“T thi the guys learned 
against Oklahoma last year what 
—~we found out about Southern 
Methodist in 1947,” said the good- 
looking former signal-caller and 
master ball-carrier of the split-T 
formation used so successfully by 
designer Don Faurot and with 
even gfeater results by Okla- 
homa’s Bud Wilkinson. 
There Have Been Upsets. 

Entsminger explained that in 
the course of a 35-19 defeat at 
the hands of Doak Walker and 
S. M. U. three autumns ago at 
Dallas the seed of the upset, 
which bore fruit the following 
fall at Columbia, was planted. 
Two years ago Ol’ Mizzou ended 
a 16-game Southern Methodist 
winning streak, handing the Mus- 
tangs their only defeat in two 
seasons, 20 to 14. 

“We learned in ‘47 that 
Southern Methodist didn’t have 
supermen, and we just went out 
and proved it the next year,” the 
alumni coordinator said, adding: 

“I can tell the way the guys 
talk that they lost just a bit of 
their awe for Oklahoma's great 
line last year. Yeah, Oklahoma 
won, 27 to 7, but Missouri pushed 
‘em around a good bit, and that’s 
why I wouldn’t be surprised to 
see an upset.” 

Entsminger, who doubles in 
brass by helping teach freshman 
quarterbacks their split-T Ps and 
Qs, has spread his gospel—the 
analogy between two football sit- 
uations—in his bull-sessions with 
the Tiger varsity. 

“There’s one other thing,” he 
concluded. “The team has played 
good ball in spots this fall, but 
I think it’s got that one outstand- 
ing game in its system somewhere 
—and I’ve got a lunch it’ll come 
out against Oklahoma.” 

To keep from being routed by 
Wilkinson’s Red Wreckers, who 
have won 28 consecutive games 
haven't lost here against a con- 
ference team since 1942, Faurot’s 
athletes certainly will need that 
if-coming outstanding perform- 
ance.

to relinquish the controls. Now 
first-tring quarterback as a sen- 
ior, Arnold has passed for 760 
yards, a total more than Missou- 
ri’s Phil Klein and John Glorioso 
have accounted for together. 

“And in case you haven't no- 
ticed,” Faurot said with a sigh, 
“Arnold has thrown 84 consecu- 
tive passes without an intercep- 
tion.

ILLINOISAN, 72, FOUND GUILTY 
OF KILLING’ WIFE WITH KNIFE 


VIRGINIA, IIL, Nov. 18 (AP)— 
A jury today found 72-year-old 
Levi Gaddis guilty of murdering 


The jury fixed a penalty of 14 
years in prison. 

Gaddis was accused of cutting 
her throat with a pocket knife 
Sunday night, Oct. 1, after an 
argument over her insistence that 
he attend church. 

Gaddis, a resident.of Ashland 
in Cass county, testified yester- 
day he suffered a “mental. black- 
out” the night of the killing. “I 
don’t remember anything from 
the time I picked up a knife un- 
til I tried to kill myself,” he said. 

Three physicians who testified 
for the defense said Gaddis suf- 
fers we? arterial sclerosis, a 
clogging of the arteries. This 
condition, they “aid, could shut 
off enough blood supply to Gad- 
dis’s brain to give him periods 
of temporary insanity. Two other 
physicians, testifying for the 
state, said Gaddis is sane. 


Police said the trouble appar- 
ently stemmed from the Ingen- 
ito’s family difficulties. 

The young couple had been 
separated for several months and

Carlson said Ingenito was heavily | to 


armed when captured by the two 


spotted a car answering 
the description sent out when 
Ingenito fled the scene of the 
killings. They forced the car to 
the side of the road. and Vorberg 
held Ingenito’ at the point of a 
submachine gun as he climbed out 
the car. 
In his belt, Ingenito had a .38 
caliber pistol. In the car were 
a German-typ¢ automatic weapon, 

a 32 caliber pistol and a .32 cali- 
ieee éarbine, Police said the auto- 
matic had an attachment with 
extra bullets which made it in 
effect a submachine gun. 

“Tm the ofte you're looking 
for," Ingenito said calmly and 
surrendered without a struggle. 

On Ingenito’s left wrist were 
razor wounds, not serious. On 
the car seat was a barber’s type 
razor. Police said he had tried 
to commit suicide. 

Asked to See Children. 

State police reconstructed this 
chronology of the shootings: 

At 9 p.m., Ingenito went to the 
home of his father-in-law, Michael 
Mazzoli, and asked to see his 
children, Ernest Jr., 4, and Mich- 
ael, 2. 

Mrs. Ingenito told her husband 
he was prohibited under a court 
separation order from seeing the 
children. 


He stepped quickly into the 
house, a pistol in each hand, and 
opened fire with both. Bullets 
struck his father-in-law, Mazzoli, 
killing him instantly. Mrs. In- 
genito was shot twice in the back 
as she tried to run away. 

Her mother escaped, running 
across the street to the home of 
her parents, Armando Pioppi, 82, 
and Mrs. Theresa Pioppi, 72.. in- 
genito followed. ~ 

Told to Call Police. 

Mrs. Mazzoli reached the house 
calling, “Ernie’s over there with 
two guns. Call the police,” her 
brother Jino remembered. 

Mrs. Pioppi stepped to the door, 
was shot down in her tracks. Mrs. 
Marian Pioppi, aunt of his wife,’ 
was killed as she followed her 
mother-in-law toward the door. 

Ingenito stepped over the 
bodies, followed Mrs. Mazzoli up- 
stairs where he found her. hiding 
in a closet. He shot her in the 
head and abdomen and she died 
later at Vineland Hospital. 

Jino, 41, had been telephoning 
police from a side room. He 
picked up two children, Armando 
Pioppi, 6, and Tessie, one and one- 
half, and ran from the house. 

“I don’t know how I got out or 
where I ran to,” Jino said later. 

Child Wounded. 

As Ingenito came downstairs he 
found aged Armando Pioppi and 
9-year-old Jean cowering behind 
the kitchen table. He shot again, 
wounding the child. 

Then Ingenito ran from the 
house toward his waiting car. 

As he fled, John Pioppi picked 
up a knife and ran after him, 
stepping over the body of Mrs. 
Pioppi as he went through the 
door. Pioppi reached the lawn 
in frofit of the hduse. Ingenito 
whirled, turned the still-smoking 
gun on him, and Pioppi fell dead 
on the grass. 

Quickly Ingenito stepped into 
his car, drove five miles to Mina- 
tola and entered the .home of 
Frank Mazzoli. 

“T cleaned out the other fam- 
ily,” Ingenito shouted. “I came 
here to get you.” 

Mazzoli and his wife fell in a 
blaze of gunfire. 

In the Camden massacre, Unruh 
—a quiet young man who lived 
with his mother—left her on the 
morning of Sept. 6, 1949, and 
strode down River road, shooting 
at everyone who came within gun 
range. Most of his victims were 
in homes or stores. Several were 
passengers in p automobiles. 

After mowing down his victims, 
Unruh barricaded himself in his 
second floor room and engaged in 
a gun battle with police. A thigh

Darst nrg that Bingham come 
St. Louis “for a féw days” to 
serve as consultant on St. Louis’s 
growing traffic congestion. He

In his Jetter to Mayor Impel- 
litteri, Darst said: “Traffic con- 
gestion here in St. Louis has been 
steadily mounting since the end 
of wartime restrictions, and it is 
now estimated that ther are about 
40 per cent more private cars on 
the streets than there were be- 
fore World War II. 

“With this increase in the use 
of private cars, and the resulting 
congestion ... go the related 
problems. of parking and those 
growing out of diminished utiliza- 
tion of mass transportation facili- 
ties, such ag streetcars and 
busses.” 

Darst said magazine articles 
and other reports on Bingham’s 
work in New York indicate that | @” 
he would be of “inestimable help 
to us.”

I couldn’t answer 
him. 

My father told him to get out 
and grabbed at him. He killed 
my father. My mother ran across 
the street.
